“Full many a gem of purest ray'serene, 
The dark unfatliomed caves of ocean 
bear; 

Full many a flower is born to blush un¬ 
seen 

And waste its sweetness on tbe desert 
air.” . i 

How many young men for 
whom nature has done so much, 
“blush unseen,” and waste their 
ability. Franklin said, “Dost thou 
love life? Then do not squander 
time, for that is the stuff life is 
made of.” We shall see how he 
came to be a great man. He was 
the son of a soap-boiler, born in 
Boston, Mass., Jan. 17, 1706. He 
was the fifteenth in a family of 
seventeen children. He was ex¬ 
pected by his parents to become a 
minister but he was compelled to 
leave school at the age of ten to 
help his father in his work. He 
afterwards assisted his brother 
James, who was a printer. Benj. 
worked hard ny day and read at 
night, his‘'favorite books being 
MatherVEssays to do Good,” and 
De Foe’s “Essays of Projed,” and 
many others of such kinds. 

He wrote in a disguised hand, 
an article for his brother’s paper 
which was published and praised 
by all, but at length his brother 
discovered the author and was of¬ 
fended. Afterwards James print 
ed something Which offended the 
Governor and was put in prison, 
then Benj. became the printer. 
He was sixteen at this time. Af¬ 
ter his brother was released from 
prison Benjamin started for Phila. 
delphia, and after a three days’ 
journey he reached there tired and 
hungry. We Went to a baker's 
shop and bought three penmes’- 
wortb of bread, and went off down 
the street With a roll under each 
arm and' munching the jpther; 
when, he passed the door of Mr. 
Reed, the daughter, who in 1730, 
became' Mrs. Franklin, thought 
he made a ridiculous sight and 
sure enough he did, Franklin 
soon found employment with a 
printer named Kellner, 
one Bit vWmr Keiths the 

governor of Pennsylvania, came 
into his office and wished to see 
young Franklin. He was much 
pleased with the young man and 
invited him home to dine. Ho af¬ 
terwards offered to help Franklin 
to set up in business himself, but 
when Benjamin went to England 
he found neither Keith or press and 
he afterwafds thought that “Fine 
clothes never make a gentleman.’’ 
He stayed in England eighteen 


months then returned to America 
and found work again with his 
old employer, Kejmer. 

After a while the father of one 
of his companions in the printing- 
office set up his son and Franklin 
in business together; Franklin 
afterwards bought out his partner, 
The paper was called Pennsylvan¬ 
ia Gazette and it now exists, un-. 
der the name of the Saturday Eve¬ 
ning Post. 

In 1730, he married Deborah 
Reed, tbe young lady who had 
laughed at him on his first en¬ 
trance in Philadelphia. 

In 1732, when he wa9 twenty-six 
years old, he issued the first copy 
of “Poor Richard’s Almanac, which 
continued to be published annual¬ 
ly for twenty-five years. He or¬ 
ganized the first fire company to 
put out fires; he started the Phil¬ 
adelphia Library, and he also in¬ 
vented. the Franklin fire¬ 
place, ,He became sure that 
lightning and electricity were the 
same and that thunder clouds 
wei’e full of electricity. To prove 
this he made a kite out of a silk 
handkerchief aud put a piece of 
sharpened wire on the top of the 
kite, he then tied a string on it, 
and at the end he tied a key, theii 
he went out to fly it, and when 
a thunder shower was passing 
over it he touched the key and 
saw a spark and felt a shock,Jbe 
then was the only one that knew 
lightning was electricity. 

When the trouble began be 
tween France and England he was 
sent to Paris and proposed a plan 
for all the colonies in America. 

On the 17th of April 1790, this 
great statesman died, and 20,000 
people followed him to tbe tomb. 
The inscription he had designed 
read: 

“The "body of Benjamin Franklin print¬ 
er, v 

Like the cover of an old'book—Its 
contents torn out, and stript of its let¬ 
tering and gilding, lies here the food 
for worms. 

Of all the-many written works 
that he has left us perhaps noue 
next to“Poor Richard’s Almanac,” 
is more widely known than bis 
•Autobiography.” Here in his 
own words we have a picture of 
the life of this great American.

UNTBEATED PLANT, 
over the plat, and over the framework 
was spread a single thickness of mus¬ 
lin. The shading was begun about the 
middle of July, as soon as tbe plants 
were placed in tbe beds, and was con¬ 
tinued throughout tbe entire hot season 
of July and August. Early in Septem¬ 
ber the weather turned cooler, and the 
shading was then discontinued, since it 
has been .learned that the celery blight 
fungus will not thrive in cool weather. 
Just bow far the shading prevents the 
fungus from growing or renders the 
celery plants more vigorous and resist¬ 
ant It is difficult to determine, 

In spraying experiments the same 
year the best results were obtained 
with the ammoniacal carbonate of cop¬ 
per.' This fungicide not, only kept ail 
the healthy and new leaves free from 
the fungus, but the plants grew better 
than with any other treatment em¬ 
ployed. 

Bordeaux mixture gave results that 
were in every way satisfactory except 
that the plants were somewhat retard¬ 
ed in their growth. This is of course a 
serious objection to tbe use of this fun¬ 
gicide, but it is not probable that the 
dwarfing of the plants would have been 
so great if tbe sprayings had been less 
frequent, and it is possible that the 
results in controlling the disease would 
have been just as satisfactory. 

While shading is of considerable ad¬ 
vantage: to the plants, It does not pre¬ 
vent tbe attacks and development of 
tbe blight fungus. It is an Interesting 
question in this Connection to know 
what results Could be obtained by a 
combination of shading and spraying. 

It is not probable that there is dan¬ 
ger of spraying too early, and it Is im¬ 
portant to keep the leaves free from 
fungus, which can only be done by 
spraying before they are attaoked. Ex¬ 
perience shows they cannot be saved 
after they are attacked. ,; 

The ammoniacal carbonate Of copper' 
used was prepared by : placing one 
ounce of copper carbonate in just 
enough water to dissolve it and then 
diluting to .nine gallons with ordi¬ 
nary water from the well or the hy¬ 
drant. Tbe amount of ammonia water 
required to dissolve an ounce of cop¬ 
per carbonate is about one-half pint, 
and this should be diluted With from 
one and one-half to two quarts of wa¬ 
ter before the carbonate is placed in it. 
It isTmpossible to state just bow much 
commercial ammonia water will be re¬ 
quired, but any excess of ammonia' is 
liable to burn tbe foliage. 

Similar experiments were made in 
1900, and, summing them all up, it ap¬ 
pears that— 

Celery bllght'inay be kept Under com¬ 
plete control ljy spraying either with 
ammoniacal carbonate of copper or- 
with bordeaux mixture. * 

The spraying should be begun while 
tbe plants fire still In the seed bed and 


THIN NING F RUIT. 

Profitable lmt IJnnsnal Practice, 
Done After fbe “June Drop.’: 

This operation is much recommend¬ 
ed, is favored by many of the growers, 
but as a matter of fact is not generally 
practiced, though it is done more in 
some sections than in otbaj's. 

A peach tree under normal conditions 
will assimilate a certain quantity of 
food material during the time it is de¬ 
veloping a crop of fruit. 

Peach trees are inclined to overbear 
—that is, set—more fruit than they can 
properly mature with the amount of 
food material it is possible for them to 
assimilate. Hence it is that the fruit 
all remains small, not reaching the size 
that will bring satisfactory prices in 
the markets. 

Thinning the fruit will reduce the 
Strain upon the tree. There will be, so 
to speak, a smaller number of mouths 
to feed, and the remaining fruit will be 
correspondingly larger. 

As tbe severest strain upon the tree is 
occasioned by the development of the 
seed the thinning should be done before 
the seed begins to harden. This will 
be while tbe fruit is Still quite small 
It will be safe to begin as soon as tbe 
“June drop” is passed. 

The objection that many bold to 
thinning is the expense of the opera¬ 
tion. But unless there are severe 
storms very little of the fruit which re¬ 
mains on the tree after the “June drop” 
will fall off, It then follows that it is 
only a question between picking tbe 
fruit off in June and throwing it on the 
ground and picking it off a little later 
and putting it in a basket. 

If'the fruit is thinhed to from four to 
six inches.apart, it will be better than 
if it is closer. It is a common experi¬ 
ence that trees so thinned will actually 
produce a greater bulk of fruit than un¬ 
thinned trees, and tbe fruit from such 
trees is practically all first grade. Even 
if tbe bulk of fruit is somewhat less 
than from unthlnned trees the amount 
of high grade fruit is sufficient to com¬ 
mend tbe operation. » 

The fruit may be thinned considera¬ 
bly by keeping the tops properly prun¬ 
ed, but much of it must be done by 
hand. In this way the Imperfect fruit 
can be removed, leaving only that 
which is likely to develop into the best 
specimens. This method will greatly 
lessen the work of grading tlie fruit 
when it is marketed. 

As a rule growers experience consid¬ 
erable difficult j* In getting their men to 
thin their fruit sufficiently, but it is im¬ 
portant that the' matter be followed up 
closely.—H. P. Gould, Maryland.

Some growers keep tomato plants 
tied to stakes from the start, |ylng 
them three or four times or more, as 
necessary, Others let them lie on the 
ground till the fruit Is nearly grown 
and then lift and tie them, claiming 
that beside? saving labor the lifting 
and disturbing of the vines tends, to 
make the fruits ripen faster. 

On clay'soils this staking and ty¬ 
ing Is quite necessary, as in rainy sea¬ 
sons much of the fruit will rot before 
ripening where It touches the ground. 
On sandy land there Is much less trou¬ 
ble from this rot from contact with 
the soil, and It Is quite permissible -to 
save the expense of staking and tying 
and let tbe plants sprawl on the 
ground.

Pennsylvania Weasels. « 

Possibly few' who read of “kjngff 
robes of royal ermine” appreciate that 
the rightful and first possessors of the 
beauteous coat is sometimes a denizen 
of the Keystone State, It may bo that 
some subtle force suggested to turn¬ 
coat mon'arcbs to choose tbe pelt of this 
animal, for their own. In fact, during 
the greater portion of year tbe er¬ 
mine is p. plain egg sucking weasel. As 
winter comes on he assumes a white 
coat, with a black, tipped tail, 

Putolus*’ noveboracensis, as the scien¬ 
tist calls the weasel or ermine, ranges 
from North Carolina away up into Can¬ 
ada. It is rare, however, to take er¬ 
mine or white coated weasels in Penn-, 
sylvania, although two specimens have 
Just been received at the Academy of 
Natural Sciences from Sullivan county, 
In fact, south of Pennsylvania Urn wea¬ 
sel never changes color in' winter, and 
this fact goes far to substantiate the 
theory of protective coloration, Thus 
yrhen snow covers the ground the white 
ermine‘becomes nearly invisible, while 
In his weasel's guise during the sum 
mer. he is not nearly so conspicuous Hr 
he would be did he wear his white coat 
all the year round. 

Another interesting fact Is that while 
tbe animals that live In the north al¬ 
ways change color those in the south do 
nob the reason being that their white 
color would not protect, but destroy, 
them, as there is almost no snow in the 
south.—Philadelphia Record.

Homemade Washable Rags. 

Washable rugs made of bits of white 
cotton or linen stuffs are new and feasi¬ 
ble ideas for home fancy work. When 
completed,, they are extremely pretty, es¬ 
pecially in bedrooms of country homes, 
and are of inestimable-value on the sum¬ 
mer veranda. The cost of producing them 
also is very small, as they are almost al¬ 
together made of pieces of white under¬ 
wear which have in such capacity out- 
lived their usefulness. They rob, in fact, 
the rag bag, Petticoats, night dresses or 
other garments that have become worn 
are taken by nimble fingers and torn into 
strips of about three-quarters of an inch 
wide. They., are then sewed strongly to¬ 
gether, end to end, and tightly rolled into 
a ball in just the same way os carpet 
rags are prepared. They are more pleas¬ 
ant to handle and better- from the fact 
of* the starch being taken out if first they 
have been thoroughly washed. To make 
a medium', sized rug four of these balls 
will suffice should they, be about eight 
inches in diameter. " After thus being 
made ready they are sent to the weaver) 
who for a) small sum runs them through 
his looms and turns them out looking 
very much as rag carpets, only, of course, 
they are snow white. When it is desired, 
a hall Of pink or green goods is also made, 
that strips of color may be wpven across 
the ends. This touch adds greatly to 
their decorative value.

INFLUENCE OF FEED. 


Milk 


Ithaca, New York, has a frog 
pest, brought by heavy rains.

It* Effect on Composition o< 
and Character of Batter. 

As a result of experiments at the 
Massachusetts experiment station, cov¬ 
ering six years, concerning, the influ¬ 
ence of feeds and feed constituents on 
the composition of milk and butter fat 
and on the - character of the butter, the 
following deductions are made: 

Different amounts of protein do not 
seem to have any influence on the com¬ 
position of the milk, * 

Linseed oil in flaxseed meal, when 
fed in considerable Quantities (1.40 
pounds digestible oil daily), increased 
the fat percentage and increased the 
nitrogenous matter of the milk. This 
fat increase was only temporary, .the 
milk gradually returning—in four or 
five weeks—to its normal fat content. 
The 1 nitrogenous matter also gradually 
returned to normal, but more slowly 
thanthe fa't. 

In general, feeds containing much oil 
have a tendency to slightly increase 
the fat content of milk when first fed. 
The fat percentage" gradually returns 
to normal. , », *••• _ 

It is not practicable to feed ; large 
amounts 'of pi! %cows, as it has * 
tendency to derange the digestive and 
milk secreting organs. 

Linseed oil effected a noticeable" 
change in the composition of the butter 
fat, causing a decrease in' the volatile 
acids and an increase in the melting 
point and iodine coefficient. * 

All oils do not produce the same ef¬ 
fects on butter fat. - 
The melting point" of butter fat is 
not always indicative of the^flrmness 
or body of butter. 

An excess of linseed oil produced a 
soft, salvy butter, with an inferior fla¬ 
vor. ± 

Linseed and corn gluten meals, with 
minimum percentage of oil (3 per 
cent), produced a normal butter fat.

Ventilating a Stable. 

• The most important matter is to pro¬ 
vide some way for the foul and vitiated 
air to escape. Unless the sides and 
windows, and doors are exceptionally 
free from cracks and openings of one 
kind and another there will not be over¬ 
much danger that there will be a lack 
of fresh air entering if only the impure 
air is removed, says Hoard’s Dairy¬ 
man. . To accomplish this It is only 
necessary to devise some system which 
shall simulate a chimney or several 
chimneys with openings at or near 
the floor. In other ’ words, construct 
one or more flues where they will be 
least in the way and carry them up 
high enough and tight enough tchsecure 
an upward draft. The present writer 
ventilated his stable very satisfacto¬ 
rily the past winter through the alley- 
way leading from the silo to the stable. 
This alley is about six feet square and 
rises up the full height of the silo and 
opens Into the silo roof, from which 
it escapes through a good sized galvan¬ 
ized iron .ventilator. » -. r

It is far bet¬ 
ter and safer to avoid the use of drinks 
below 60 degrees. In fact, a higher tem¬ 
perature is'to be’preferred, and those 
who are much troubled with thirst wii 1 
do well to try the advantages to be de 
rived from hot drinks, to which they have 
been accustomed. Hot drinks also hayej 
the advantage of aiding digestion instehd 
of causing debility’'of the stomach 
bowels.”

How to Hake This flwatjri Welcome 
and Delicioan Sweet. 

Ice cream may always he bought, 
but the process of making it is. really 
so simple and the cost so much less 
that the }ce cream • freezer should be¬ 
come an established household institu¬ 
tion. This -recipe if carefully followed 
is sure to give satisfaction: Separate 
four eggs and beat-the yolks with one 
cupful of sugar and a small pinch of 
salt till quite stiff, and pour slowly over 
them two cupfuls of hot milk. “"New 
put this mixture in the double boiler 
and cook until it begins to coat the 
spoon, Have the whites of the eggs 
beaten thoroughly and add to them the 
flavoring of whatever kind you wish 
and add to the mi|k and' eggs,.which 
| you have removed from the fire. 

The next thing is to beat the whole 
mixture steadily until it is cold, when 
one-half pint of cream well whipped 
goes In, and the freezing may begin. 
This cream may be varied by the addi¬ 
tion of chopped almonds browned in 
caramel sugar, about, one cupful of the 
almonds being the right proportion. It 
may be turned into, coffee ice cream by 
omitting the almonds and adding one- 
half cupful of strong coffee just before 
freezing, or, again, a little sherry, va¬ 
nilla and almond may be used for fla¬ 
voring, and some dry and ' pounded ; 
macaroons may be added before freez¬ 
ing. t 

If maple sugar melted qnd hot is 
used in place of the sugar in the recipe 
and cooked in with the milk, the cream 
becomes maple ice cream. In this cage, 
after the*freezing, the cream should be, 
covered with browned and chopped 
I almonds.- ’ 

HoW.fo Treat Linoleum. . •■ 

A point to remember In, connection 
With cleaning is that when linoleum, is 
used as a floor covering •scrubbing 
should rarely be indulged in. When 
dampness gets underneath the •linole¬ 
um, the way has been found for its 
speedy rotting. If well swept, wiped; 
over, with a merely moisT'cloth ito’ re-, 
move all stains’ and polished‘ 'every 
once- in awhile with turpentine and 
bfeeSWax, good linoleum has'- no wear 
out to it, and, furthermore, it looks 
well as long as it lasts. It is a good 
plan to Wipe it over with milk and wa¬ 
ter or with linseed oil once every week 
or so. •

[ Ice From the Sea Bottom. 

\ In the Baltic sea and in many northern 
regions the lower water is so much coldet 
than the water at the surface that ice 
forms at the bottom while the surface 
waters seem warm. 'This phenomenon 
puzzled scientists for many years. Tho 
ice forms in small cakes or flakes and rises 
to the top, where it melts if the weather 
is warm, or the cakes freeze together into 
a solid mass if the weather is cold. Sci¬ 
entists have discovered that the phenom¬ 
enon is due to ‘an undercurrent of very 
low temperature. . Boatmen, when they 
see the ice cakes rising to the surface, 
hurriedly take to the , shore if frigid 
weather exists, for otherwise their boats 
would be rapidly icebound, and they 
would be unable to escape.

Late Popular Music 


Alfalfa should be cut when not more 
than pne-tentb of the plants have come 
In bloom. Out at this early stage, the 
yield of hay for the-season will be 
much greater than If the alfalfa is cut 
near maturity, and every pound of hay 
secured will be Worth more for feed. 

At the Kansas experiment station a 
strip through a field of alfalfa was crit 
When one-tenth was in bloom; another 
Strip was cut* after full bloom had 
passed. The strip cut early was nearly 
ready to cut the second time when 
that cut after full bloom was being 
harvested the first time. The strip cut 
early grew vigorously through the sea¬ 
son and made three cuttings and a 
good aftermath. The strip ecut after 
full bloom gave a low yield the first 
cutting and did not grow sufficiently 
tp< yield a good second cutting. Early 
cuttings seem to invigorate the plant. 

The late cutting of the first crop 
seems to injure the plant more than at 
any other time, and we have found it 
profitable to cut alfalfa the first time 
as soon as one-tenth was in bloom, even 
though the weather was bad and we 
knew that the crop wopld ,gpoil in cur-* 
Ing. The increased yield from succeed¬ 
ing. cuttings over that cut late much 
more than makes up for the loss of the 
first crop. 

Essential to Dairy Snccesa. 

Let me first note some of the meth¬ 
ods practiced by our most progressive 
dairy farmers; then we may more eas¬ 
ily understand the progress made by 
the average dairyman, says a New 
York correspondent of Hoard’s Dairy¬ 
man. These are now well established 
facts: To'make dairying the most prof¬ 
itable there must be a herd of well 
bred cows—cows that have been bred 
to make a maximum amount of butter 
fat from the food consumed. They 
must be fed a balanced and succulent 
ration, and as much as possible of this 
must be grown on the farm in the form 
of corn, grasses and the different kinds 
of grains ~and soiling crops, and In 
winter the cow^ must be kept in warm, 
light and well ventilated stables. These 
are now recognized as the three main 
essentials to success in progressive 
dairy farming and are, to restate in a 
Word, good cows, good rations and com¬ 
fort for the cows.

ONE OR TWO HORSES. 








The Breeder’s Gazette gives the fol¬ 
lowing advice for ridding a pasture of 
wire; grass: The grass in question is 
an annual, and therefore it dies at the 
end of the season. Now, what must be 
done Is to start some strong growing 
perennial grass on the same land, so 
that' when the wire grass dies in the 
fall the other grass will remain on the 
ground. No doubt the first year there 
would be some places where the wire 
grass would grow more rapidly than 
the other, and It might even smother it 
out here and there, but in a year or two 
of this treatment the annual must dis¬ 
appear. A good grass to use for this 
purpose is smooth brome grass (Bromus 
inermis), of which so much has been 
written in recent years. It would for 
this purpose be a good plan to sow a 
little Kentucky blue grass with the 
brome grass, as the latter is so very 
tenacious and spreading when it once 
is firmly rooted In the soil. It will be 
necessary to break the sod somewhat 
in order to give the seeds of these 
grasses an opportunity to get their 
roots started into the soil. Do not be 
afraid of to 6 heavy seeding. It pays 
to give the,ground plenty of seed. 

Summer Fodder. 

Cows should have good care from 
the beginning to the end of the year 
nnd every day of It, sayS Massachu¬ 
setts Farmer. Only by so doing can 
best results be obtained, If the cow 
be allowed to get very poor for want 
of proper food or care, she will not re¬ 
cover from It and be worth as much 
throughout the entire year. In the 
spring I make from three to four differ¬ 
ent plantings of fodder corn from one 
to three Weeks apart, chiefly for the 
benefit of my cows during the summer 
and fall months. My hogs and horses 
cgrqe in for a share, and, rightly fed, 
they wfH enjoy it and be greatly bene¬ 
fited, thereby- -- . -
